Oarlsruhe, July 16.—At the after.

gedy between 3 and 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon she walked with an escort 
the vicinity of Molitor, She notice. 
ed there a tall man wearing a black 
beard, which she and her escort re 
garded as false. His peculiar behav- 
jor attracted their attention. He 
stood watching the house for a quar- 
ter of an hour and seemed agitated. 
She thought at the time that the man 
meditated suicide or had something 
important on his mind. He seemed, 
the witness said, to be lying in wait 
for somebody and strolled about in 
a distracted manner. Once they met, 
and she looked him in the face, He 
returned the gaze, but quickly glane- 
ed away. The witness was unable to 
say whether or not the man was Hau. 
but she declared that the collar of 
his overcoat was turned up, as other 
witnesses had described. Upon hear: 
ing of the murder of Mrs. Molitor 
she said she remarked it could have 
been committed only by “that man.” 

Otto Behr, barber, ot branktort, 
testified to making a beard for Hau, 
who explained that he wanted td sur 
prise his relatives, whom he had not| 
seen in five years. Hau put on the 
beard in his shop about noon on Nov 
6th, and started in the direction of 
the railway station, carrying his val- 
ises. A Branktort hotel porter by 
the name of Renschler recognized on | 
the witness stand a telegram which | 
Hau gave him addressed to his wife 
in London. Renschler read the tele- | 
gram at the time, and was struck by | 
the reguest contained therein that 
Hau’s address be kept secret. Tic!

ing that Hau fully allayed her fears 
Hau, continuing his testimony, said 
that this dispute was the cause of 
lis sending the telegram to a 
Molitor to come to Paris timmediate 
ly with Olga, and the reason for his 
act is that he wanted to get Olga 
away as soon as possible, The judge 
pointed out the weakness of this ex- 
planation since Hau had pre-arrang 
ed the date of Olga’s departure oply 
two days distant.

tractors will not take orders for fifty 
cents each,’”’

Mr. Tennant had great diffieulty in 
getting lumbermen to take orders in 
They didn’t like tie orders, 
saying that there is too much work 
and little profit in them. A visit to 


the maritime provinces convinced 
him that matters were even worse 
there. He is now going to Vancouv 


er as a last resoii, and he will make 
a big attempt to get his orders placed 
there. 

“If we don’t get ties very soon,” he 
continued, ‘“‘the G. T. P. may have 
to quit work for a time. At present 
thousands of ties are being consumed 
| dally and there are no more teaty, 
The supply on hand will not last very 
much longer, but I hope to get all J 
want in British Columbia, no matter 
what the cost will be.”

EARLY CLOSING 
CASE DECISION 


Calgary By-law Provides for 
Penalty for Selling Not for 
Keeping Open. 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
at its sitting in Calgary in sustaining 
the appeal of Louis H, Doll, conviet- 
ed by Police Magistrate Crispin EK. 
Smith, of a violation of the early 
closing by-law of the city. The point 
on which the decision is based is that 
the conviction in this case was made 
for “selling” and for “keeping open” 
during the preseribed hours. The text 
of the judgment is in part as follows: 

“The by-law practically provides a 
penalty for selling, not for keeping a 
place of business closed as provided 
by the bylaw, Under the provisions 
of this bylaw, a person may keep 
his place of business open during the 
prescribed hours without any conse- 
quence resulting from it, It is only 
when he, sells that he becomes liable 
to the penalty. ¥ 

“It is not the intentien of the act 
to have persons fined for selling, but 
the penalty was to be imposed for 
keeping a place of business open dur- 
ing the proscribed hours, ‘It seems 
to me to put a construction upon this 
act, such as the city council have uat- 
tempted to put upon it by this bylaw, 
would defeat the intention of the leg- 
islature. Legislation of this character 
throughout Canada is, comparatively 
speaking, of recent date and the ob- 
ject of it was to enforce what is called 
the early closing movement as regards 
reail stores and places of business 
and to assure that all persons in busi- 
ness of the character specified in the 
bylaw should alike be compelled to 
keep their places of business closed, 
80 that one man should not keep his 
place of business closed during the 
proseribed hours and another keep 
his place open, If a person is allow- 


ed to keep his place of business open 
jduring the proscribed hours and is 
only liable when he sells, the diffi- 
culty of enforcing he law would be 


very greatly increased, and the temp-

DAIRY’S TESTS 


Minister of Agriculture Findlay 
Back from South.--Speaks 
of Beef Commission. 


Hon, W. TT. Finlay, foinister of 
agriculture, returned last evening 
from the Cypress Hill country in the 
southern part of the provinee. To- 
gether with Dairy Commissioner 
Marker, Mr, Vinlay was cnpaged in 
supervising the demonstrations at 
Josephsburg of the gevernment’s tra- 


velling dairy The object of the 
government in conducting these de- 
monstrations is to instruct the 


farmers, who are not extensively en 
gaged in butter making and thus not 
ini a position to eetablish a creamery, 
how they can realize the moet from 
what butter they do make Over 40 
people were present at the tests in 
Josephsburg on Monday and Tues 


day. They came from the country 
for miles around and evinced = great 
interest in the demonstrations, Milk 
tests were made by the travelling 
dairy, to show the farmeia how te 
ascertain the amount of butter fat 
contained in milk Many of those 


who were present brought with them 
amples of milk given by their cows 


These samples were tested, and in 
every case showed a good pereentage 
of butter fat. 

From eream furnished by Mr. Jas, 


Robinson and other settlers the dairy 
gave a demonstration of butter-mak- 
ing. Mr, Finlay explained the great 
recessity of cleanliness in the mak- 
ing of butter He showed how, with 


proper care of the cream and the 
utensils used in the making, butter 
which brought 12 cents a pound 
under the methods of manufacture in 


yogue at present, could be made to 
realize 25 cents per pound 


“The farmers in the south appre- 
ciate the government's efforts to 
instruct them in the art of butter 
making,” said Mr Finlay. “The 
object of the demonstrations is to 


put the farmers on the same footing 
as the ereameries in so far as the 
knowledge of how to make good 


butter is concerned.” 

“Are you satisfied with the proceed. 
ings of the Beef Commission?’. Mr 
Finlay was asked. 

“Eminently go Much valuable in-

man had taken passage on a steam-| 
ship at Southampton it was not known 
that he was a member of such a hich 
family. 

The prospective earl has served as | 
a midshipman in the British navy,| 
and his love of the sea, together with 
his disgust for the idleness in which 
his position had forced him to live 
are said to be the reasons that sent 
him abroad to make his fortune with 
his own hands. | 

With the determination to get active 
work and shift for himself, he went | 
t. Southampton in search of employ-| 
ment, 

His experience as midshipman led 
him to the wharves ef that busy port, 
and the day of the steamship’s de- 
parture, on the trip before last,found| 
him in line with a dozen others seck- | 
ing work aboard, } 

The young nobleman is of good sta-|} 


ture and strong build. He was edu- 
eated at one of the big English public | 
schools and, while there, was some- 


thing of an athlete, He had no trou- 
ble in getting work on the big liner
